The reports of the Town Officers and 
Committees, as printed in the Auditor’s Report, after 
a correction in the Collector’s report, be accepted. 


Article 8. Voted that the Salaries of all elected 
Town Officers be reduced 10% from the amount paid 
in 1932, and that all salaries of twenty-five dollars or 
less be discontinued; that the Selectmen be instructed 
to reduce the wages of labor on the highways 10%;

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1938. 


The systematic program of high tree trimming was 
carried on as planned. Eighteen trees were removed 
as dangerous. Due to the reduction of the appropri- 
ation road patrol] after heavy snow was abandoned. 


The Warden is sorry to report that no trees were 
planted along the highways this year, due to lack of 
money. 


The summer appropriation for brush cutting was 
completed; 161,930 square feet being cut. The cost 


per foot was higher than last year, due to the lateness 


_ of the season and the higher cost per man hour. 


The Tree Warden wishes to call attention of the 
Town to the seriousness of the Dutch Elm Disease, 
that is spreading northward from New Jersey. Its 
action is somewhat similar to the Chestnut Blight, and

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just as deadly. Trees die from this disease the first 
or second year. If diseased there is no known cure. 
The Scolyptus Beetle seems to be the carrier. The 
control of this beetle is by spraying and the removal of 
dead wood.. The beetle has been reported into the 
towns of Weston, Groton and Dedham.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 
DECEMBER 31, 1933. 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 


We herewith present the fourth annual report of 
the Board of Water Commissioners, for the year 1933. 


Maintenance and Operation 


The routine of maintenance and operation consists 
of installation of service, making emergency repairs, 
eperation of the pumping station, weekly inspection of 
stand pipes, hydrants, flushing dead Jonas and the 
quarterly reading of meters. 


' New Construction 


During the past year there have been installed, nine 
new services, six of which were for private residence ° 
and. three for services installed on Town Property 
(Peters High School, Public Library and at the Cem- 
etery). These three projects were carried on during 
the summer in cooperation with the welfare program 
of the town to furnish work for the unemployed. The 
actual cash expenditure taken from installation fund 
was for labor only. Pipé and other materials used 
being stock in hand.

_ The total installation costs of the six private serv- 
ices amounted to $154.45. Of this amount $56.88 was 
returned to the Town Treasurer for reimbursement of 
labor and materials used on private property. 


On December 22nd last, there was discovered a 
serious leak of the eight-inch main on Turnpike Road 
at Fayville. Investigation has revealed the fact that 
probably due to the constant jar of heavy traffic, 
leaks, particularly at joint connections, may develop 
into a real potential problem regarding this pipe line 
lying directly under the cement surface on Turnpike 
Road. The cost for this emergency repair was $56.70. 
Fstimated loss of water, 15,000 gallons. 


It ‘was agreed and we were authorized by the Ad- 
visory. Committee to spend approximately $150.00 for 
enlarging the original plans. of construction of the 
shed for housing the town trucks in the rear of the 
fire station in order that the water truck be housed 
there, too, as no previous arrangement had ever been 
made to keep the truck out of the weather. This was 
accordingly done, 
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Hydrants 


One new hydrant was installed in the yard of the 
Peters. High School, at the time of the installation of 
the water service at the school, for a closer contact 
in-case of fire. 


On January 31, 1933, an unknown motorist ran into 
and broke off a hydrant on Turnpike Road, east of 
White’s Corner. The expense incidental to replace- 
ment was $30.44. 


..Permission, was obtained from the Metropolitan 
District Commission. to remove three hydrants, prop- 
erty of the town attached to their service pipe on — 
Cordaville Road. The hydrant located at Woodland 
and Cordaville Road was a potential danger to traffic 
due to changes made in the highway. This work was 
done as part of.the Town Welfare program. ‘The 
labor -cost. was. $81. 80 and furnished twenty-one aaye 
of’ employment. 


It is resotnmendad that three new hydrants be in- 
stalled this year.. One at the end of Prentiss Street 
in Southville and one at the end of Southville Road 
and one at end of system on Marlboro Road. 


-A hydrant tester was purchased as a necessity for 
correct reading of water pressure volume as being 
maintained to a standard height demanded by the 
Massachusetts Fire Underwriter’s Exchange. 


_ hydrant thawing machine for thawing “out. hy- - 
drants and services is now being used by the Water 
Department, subject to approval of demonstrating its 
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effectiveness in thawing frozen pipes. The extreme 
cold weather in December proved its value when ‘nine 
services were reported frozen in’ one day, none of 
which took over fifteen minutes to thaw out. We rec- 
ommend its purchase. at a cost of $48.00. 


Abatements 


During the year forty-six abatements were igs: 
the total amount being $549.75. This was necessary in 
making adjustments of over-charges, leaks, refunds 
6n private services and bills, some of long standing, 
due to misunderstanding of verbal agreements made 
at the time of the installation of the system and dur- 
ing the first year of its operation. 


Instructions from the Town > 


At the last annual town meeting the Water Board 
was instructed by vote as follows in reference to: 


Article 41 of the Warrant: 

Voted that Mr. Smiddy be not reimbursed for 
-the money spent by him for installation of water, 
and that the Water Commissioners be instructed 
to collect from him the full amount of expense 
to which the Town has been put in the matter 
and that the Town shall in no way be liable or 
responsible for the maintenance or repair of the 
water service pipe extending easterly from the’ 
town water main laid in 1932. 


The Board sent to Mr. Smiddy a statement of the 
amount due, together with a copy of the vote of the 
town. He refused to pay the bill and so informed the 
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Board, through his attorney, Mr. Alfred Howes. Al- 
though the vote of instruction given to the Water 
Board to collect this bill was explicit, yet, no provi- 
sion was made in case of refusal to pay, to comprom- 
ise a settlement or to carry. the case to a conclusion 
by court procedure. We, therefore, have delayed ac- 
tion awaiting further instruction from the town.

The painting of the Fayville stand pipe. Several 
seam leaks have appeared, which necessitates caulk- 
ing and painting to correct the condition. At the 
time of the erection of the stand pipe, Mr. Symonds, 
the engineer, recommended that at the end of five. 
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“years it would ‘be necessaryto repaint the stand pipe 
for its better preservation. That-time-is:now passed. 
The estimated cost is $800.00. 


At the time of the construction of the Turnpike 
Road, the contractor, B. Perini & Sons, negotiated 
with the Town to supply water for the project. The 
Town estimate is based upon the water that was 
metered and the record of the water department in- 
dicates the amount: of their ‘indebtedness at $458.40. 
they have been overcharged: ‘They are basing their 
estimate on the record sheets of-the truck loads, con- 
tending that. they carried from the source of supply 
an amount computed to cost $167.44. The Water 
Department, however, owes them $207.76 for the use 
of compressor machine and operator for installation 
of services on Turnpike Road. They have offered to 
settle one claim for the other. The Board is of the 
opinion that to contest the case in court would, be 
sending good money after bad, therefore, we recom- 
mend that the Water Board be authorized to settle 
the claim as proffered by Perini & Sons, upon the 
basis of their offer as an article in the Town Warrant 
‘so indicates. : bo gee 38

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The general economic condition throughout the - 
Country has been seriously felt in Southborough, as 
well as in all other towns in the State, and much addi- 
tional work and new responsibilities have been cheer- 
fully assumed by all of our officers and committees. 


The allotment of money from the Federal Govern- 
ment, under the Civil Works Act, has been very for- 
tunate and this town has been a beneficiary to the 
amount of several thousand dollars and this should 
be reflected in the 1934 tax levy. 


The Selectmen have been instrumental in securing 
the approval of geveral projects in the accomplish- 
ment of which sixty or more workmen have been en- 
gaged through the winter, except when weather con- 
ditions have prevented. Among those sponsored by 
the Selectmen are the following: Repairs on Pine Hill 
Road; Work in the cemetery; Shingling the High 
School building; Repairs on High Street; Repairs on 
the Fayville Hall; Repairs at the Central Fire Station; 
Repairs on the Southville Engine House, and classifica- 
tion of the town’s records and papers and filing same; 
all involving the expenditure of about ten thousand 
dollars, a large percentage of which was paid for 
labor, 
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Other proposed projects are ready to be submitted 
to the C. W. A. Administration for approval, and the 
town will probably be alloted further amounts to cover 
them. * 


In the matter of repairing Jericho Hill Road, for 
which $1000. was appropriated last year, to be used 
with like amounts from the State and County, under 
a plan miade by the County, we have had several con- 
ferences with the Department of Public Works and 
the County Commissioners. As a result of these meet- 
ings we have a tentative allotment from the State for 
this work of $3000. and from the County of $1500. 
The Town is asked to appropriate $1500. We under- 
-stand that the road is to be reconstructed from the 
Marlborough City line southerly as far as the appro- 
priation will allow. 


Through the year we have discontinued about one 
hundred street lights, and the expense of: maintain- 
ing them has been reduced by about $1500. per year.

The resulting saving made it 
possible to almost pay for the. cost of installation in 
the first year. 7

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee, 
Southboro, Mass, 


Gentlemen: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my eighth annual 
report as the superintendent of Southborough public 
schools. 


The general policy of. schoo} administration. has 
been continued through the year, except as the dis- 
covery of new methods has modified it in detail. 


During the year 1933 the School Department ex- 
penditure’ was $44,645.02. Of this amount $2,727.87 
was contributed by employees of the School Depart- 
ment. Receipts from various‘ sources, including tui- 
tions, reimbursement for the salaries of teachers, re- 
imbursement for the salary and expenses of the super- 
intendent of schools, and miscellaneous receipts 
amounted to $6,000. The net expenditure of the 
school department out of local taxes was, therefore, 


$35,917.15. Of this amount the sum of $757.88 was 


expended for the repair of Peters’ High School build- 
ing, at the request of town officials, who are operating 


’ Civil Works projects. The net amount, therefore, for 


the support of schools out of local taxes was $35,- 
159.27. This amounts to an assessment of approxi- 
mately $10.75 per thousand of the valuation of South- 
boro.

Out of these digiiiestors, has come “a consciousness 
that teachers have an increasingly important. prob- 
lem of meeting..the present. educational needs. of. .pu- 
pils and’ a greater-responsibility to.the home of pre- 
senting pupil needs and pupil achievement in a clearer 
manner. Itzis:felt that by changes in the present sys- 
tem: of reports that parents may get a clearer under- 
standing-of what the school is trying to do. 


...In.the interest. of economy, devices for the efficient 
burning of, Jower grades. of fuel were, installed at 
Peters’ High ‘School, without obligation to purchase 

unless satisfactory results were secured. This instal- 


187 
lation has permitted the substitution of soft coal for 
hard coal. The results secured have been higlily ‘sat- 
isfactory. Improvement in school room ventilation 
and in.the amount of labor have been secured. The 
difference in the cost of the soft coal ‘and hard coal 
alone has saved a substantial part of. the cost of the 
apparatus purchased. It is expected that there will 
also be a further saving in the total tonnage consumed. 


The purchase of work books in American History 
for grades 7, 8, and 12, in World History, Geometry, 
and Civics, has stimulated interested and improved 
study habits. _An inspection of pupils at work readily 
demonstrates this. Quite voluntarily pupils have stat- 
ed that they had really secured a new interest in his- 
tory as a result of work books. The work books in 
geometry present a wide choice of material.suited to 
the various capacities and interests of pupils and an 
unusual ‘amount of. material. of practical importance. 


There will be an increased enrollment in the six year 
high school in the fall of 1934. The-total is expected 
te reach 175 pupils. It will be necessary to purchase 
twenty additional seats and desks for these pupils. 


The administration of the school will be somewhat 
difficult with the present teaching staff. During sev- 
eral periods of the day every seat in the present five 
rooms will be taken. This means that teachers en- 
gaged in the instruction of classes must in addition © 
supervise study-room pupils in all rooms. It is, there- 
fore, recommended that the school committee consider 
the hiring of another teacher and the opening of an 
additional] room on the lower floor. 
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‘The condition of the Fayville building should be 


improved. Desks ought to be resanded and refinished. 


The interior of the building should be painted and the 
ceilings whitened. The basement walls should be 
painted or whitened and the use of the bubbler dis- 
continued. At present this bubbler is located in such 
a position that its use is unsanitary. It is recommend- 
ed that bubblers (two) be placed in the classroom so 
that water may be readily available for the children. 
This will save considerable time for study. 


In closing this section of the report I wish to com- 
mend the teaching force on a year’s conscientious 
- work and to express my thanks for the excellent co- 
cperation which I have received in plans for the prog- 
ressive improvement of the school system. 


My appreciation is also expressed to the School 
Committee, for their clear vision of school problems 
and for the many helpful measures which they have 
adopted. — :

The enrollment for: the six-year High School, as 
October 1, 1933, is the largest in the history of the 
school. Fifteen new seats and desks were installed 
in the old first grade room in order that every pupil 
might be given suitable desk and seat room. 


The attendance has been quite satisfactory and the 
parents and pupils in general are to be commended 
for their cooperation in making this part of their 
school life so vital. Regular attendance is one of the 
necessary factors in good school citizenship. 


_ Our annual Prize Speaking Contest, which was held 
in May of 1933, was very successful. Owing to the 
fact that there were two groups participating, boys 
and girls, the interest shown was much greater than 
in some former years. First prize for girls was award- 
ed to ‘Carolyn Smith and second prize to Lillian Mar- 
tin. First prize for boys was awared to Robert Howes . 
and second prize to Peter Johnson, In June the three

winners having the highest score took part in a dual 
Prize Speaking Contest with pupils of Shrewsbury 
-High School. Our school did’ very well and Miss Caro- 
lyn Smith was second in this contest. 


In athletics our activities are confined to Basketball 
and Baseball. Our baseball and basketball seasons 
were quite successful. Our basketball team partici- 
pated in a fine tournament, held at Fitchburg, in 
March, 1933. The team played in three games, but 
was eliminated from any honors when they were beat- 
en.in the third game. The sportsmanship and good 
fellowship by the members of the various teams was 
an inspiration for any group of boys. , 


Many meetings for the teachers of the whole South- 
boro system have been held under the direction of the 
Superintendent. At these meetings material pertain- 
ing to forward-looking ideals has been presented and 
studied. Much good has been accomplished and the 
meetings have been very instructive and enjoyable.

The ‘Advisory Board herewith submits their recom- 
mendations on the appropriations for the year 1933. 


It is the policy of the board to recommend only 
amounts necessary for bare maintenance of the de- 
partments and have not approved of an amount that 
is not necessary.
